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view of independent Claim 1, from which Claims 11-13 depend. Therefore, the combination of Swartz 
et al and Eastman et al does not anticipate of obviate Applicants 1 present inventive concept. Therefore, 
Applicants respectfully request the withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) rejection with respect to Claims 
11-13. 

Claims 26-46 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Swartz et al in 
view of Seevers et al This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Claims 26-46 depend from Claim 1 and, therefore, for the reasons described hereinabove with 
respect to the argument in view of Swartz et al, it is believed that the addition of Seevers et al does not 
cure these deficiencies. Therefore, Applicants do not believe the combination of Swartz and Seevers 
et al anticipates or obviates Applicants' present inventive concept, as defined by amended Claim 1. 
Dependent Claims 26-46, therefore, are not believed to be obviated under 35 U.S.C § 103(a), the 
withdrawal of which is respectfully requested. 

Applicants have now made an earnest attempt in order to place this case in condition for 
allowance. For the reasons stated above, Applicants respectfully request full allowance of the claims 
as amended.
